The Itapublicau State Convention met yes­ 
terday in the Assembly Chambar of the State 
Capitol. It W3S a large and representative 
body of intelligent citizens, and its appear­ 
ance wa¡> that of a deliberative convocation 
of more than usual ability. The Chamber 
was, for the cccasion, handsomely driszed 
with streamers depending from the central 
ceandelier, and banners bearing the coats of 
arms cf the several Statee,disposed about the 
gallery front. At the head of tha hail were 
streamers and bannerttr, emblazoned with 
pa'riotic sentence. Back of the speak­ 
er’s chair

the 
national 
flag, 
and 
against

hung 
the portraits 
of Washington, Lincoln and Garfield. 
Kvergreen wreaths were suspended on each 
panel and beneath them were trotted plants 
and firwrrs. On either side of the Speaker’s 
desk were a lirgo collection of tropical and 
8Pmi-tropical planta. Oa the S.:cretary’a desk 
was an elegant fijral tribute presen1 ed by 
Miss Patton, Depu'y State Librarian. It 
consisted o? a v*.*ae cf choice flowers and ever­ 
greens, from which arose a etandard wound 
with saiilax, on the apex of which rested a 
fl h a! ko.Boshoe overhung by maidan-hair fern. 
ORGANIZATION, 
At half past 1 the delegates begau to as­ 
semble, and iu a few moments the spacious 
chamber was completely filled. Standing 
room iu the gallery was at a premium, and 
the lobby was filled to its utmost capacity, 
and even the aides were crowded. 
At 2 I» m. W. \Y. Morrow, Ch&ümui of the 
State Central Committee, called to order, 
and the Secretary read a call for the Conven­ 
tion. Mr. Morrow then addressed the Con­ 
vention a*» follows : 
Gentlemen of the Convention : You have been 
called together as the representatives in this State 
of a great political party, to declare its position on 
questions uf grave concern to tr.e people, and to se­ 
lect candidates for the leading offices, who shall rep­ 
resent that position, and, if tUclcd, carry out its 
policy. The duty you have thus assumed is on*' i f 
serious moment, not only as affecting the disposi­ 
tion of existing politic*1 questions of more than or 
dinary mi rit, but as marking a point iu the devel­ 
opment of h Mate, the local sovereignty of a grow­ 
ing, hopeful and ambitious people. 
lh at tnis 
responsibility has been wisely bestowed cannot be 
questioned, since the great mass of the party has 
had ample time to consider the questions at iásue, 
and select its representatives to this Convention 
with due cere and with reference to tbo e issues. 
The sentiment prevailing here indicates that the de­ 
liberation thus far maniicsted wi.l be continued in 
the proceedings of the Convention, enabling you, 
w ith wise counsels, to present a platform of princi­ 
ples in harmony with the history of the party and 
clear, positive and emphatic in 
asserting 
great principles 
of right acd justice. It 
will be your province to 
turn the popular 
mind from small 
politics, and those things which 
concern only a few individuals, to politics of a 
larger growth and these things which concern the 
whole people. Toe policy prevailing in another 
organization of making platforms to catch this or 
that man’s vote uii local questions, regardless of 
the rights of the whole community, will not, in 
my judgment, do here, or with the people you 
represent.

[Dr. Richardson iu Frazer’s Magazine.) 
I said in my address at the Health Con­ 
gress at Brighton what was quite true, that 
I had never in my life seen a child so 
healthy that it had not in it some actual or 
latent ccnatitutioual disease. 
Touching 
the subject now in hand, it is equally true 
to say that it is all but impossible to find 
in the board schools of our large towns any 
semblance, critically viewed, of health. 
Constitutional taints, which under favora­ 
ble circumstances may often be concealed, 
and which may or may not be apparent, 
are there. V arious conditions of disease 
are there independently of the tendency 
from heredity; there of themselves, in 
some irregularity of function, in some 
shade of mental aberration. Xne field of 
the disease which is presented in some of 
the schools situated in crowded localities is 
indeed a sight at once for anxiety and pity. 
To the eye of a physician who, like myself, 
has spent many years in hospital practice, 
it tells a story which is absolutely painful, 
if he permits tho result to be calculated out 
of his mind at leisure hours ; if, that is 
to say, he compares what he has witnessed 
in bis survey with what he has learned 
from long observation of the meauing of 
tho phenomena in the history of life. It 
is not ntcesEary for him to strip 
the children, prcusa and sound the 
chest, examine the 
spine, or prac­ 
tice any of tho3e 
refined arts of 
diagnosis \vi:h which he is familiar. He 
reads from the indications of temperament, 
of expression ot countenance, of color and 
skin, of position of limb, of build of body, 
of gait, of voice, sufficient cutw ard mani­ 
festation to discern what is the true physi­ 
cal state, what is the stamp and extent of 
disease, what is the vital value of the lives 
generally that are before him. Tell the 
physician tiiose livee are to bo valued for 
tome monetary purpose as they stand and 
as they are to go on, according to the pres­ 
ent system, and he will give in brief time 
an estimate of value which the keenest 
nan of business might re&d.iy accept and 
act upon. Furemoat among the eviis which 
are thus presented are those common con­ 
ditions of disease known as anemia and 
cachexia. Strictly* there are not diseases, 
like diabetes, bronchitis or defined affec­ 
tions running a regular course, but they 
are states of diseased form which by their 
presence indicate a faulty nutrition at the 
period of life when good nutrition is most 
required, and which cannot long go on 
without iusuring the construction of an 
impaired bodily organization. The blood 4 
is not being duly oxygenated, and 
food, therefore, 
though it be even 
fair in quality or quantity, is not properly 
applied. The nervous system is imper­ 
fectly built up ; the skeleton is imperfectly 
built up and sustained. How can tho im­ 
provement which is called scholarship Le 
turned to fitting account in such recipients 
of it ? I watched recently the afternoon 
working of a large class of scholars, aud 
counted one-third of them under the most 
decisive influence of these conditions ol dis­ 
ease. Of the affected there would not be, 
in the ordinary average of life, twenty years 
of existence under the course that was be­ 
ing followed. Tne one saving clause in 
their case was development by physical 
training, and that was withheld. The one 
destroying clause ia their case was over­ 
mental work without physical training, 
and that was assiduously and regularly 
supplied. W ith or without the anmmia 
and cachexia, there is the constitu­ 
tional disease, struma or scrofula, pre­ 
sented in these classes. 
Toe instances 
of this kind ia varying degrets cf inten­ 
sity arc most numerous. 
Tnis condition 
again is a mal or bad nutrition. It, 
as much as cachexia or anemia, with which 
it is so often allied, is fostered by the pre­ 
vailing system of mental pressure. W ith 
these conditions before the eye there is to 
be seen, also, here and there ia the classes 
of both s’xes, but of the girls especially7, 
the specimen of the phthisical or consump­ 
tive subject. In a class of fifty 1 pick out 
three thus doomed, if their circumstances 
be not changed—6 per cent., certainly a 
moderate proportion. The disease has not 
positively developed, hut the probability 
of its development is all Lut ctrtaiu, un­ 
less it be cbedkedby the one only remedial

THE FLIGHT OF BIRDS. 
Mr. F. W. Brearey read the other day 
before the London Aeronautical Society a 
paper on the action of the pectoral muscle 
in the flight of a bird. Experimenters in 
artificial flight, he said, 6hould reduce their 
theories to a demonstrable form. It had 
often been stated, for instance, that the 
power exerted by a bird in its flight had 
been greatly exaggerated, bat no one had 
hitherto proved his assertion. It was ca­ 
pable, however, of satisfactory proof by 
demonstrating artificially 
the 
action 
of 
the 
pectoral 
muscle, 
by 
the 
aid of which 
weight 
became 
an 
accessory to power. 
When the bird 
committed itself tc the air the upward 
pressure in the wings stretched the 
elastic ligament, which formed part of 
the muscle, to such an extent as to allow 
the bird’s gliding upon the air without 
any exsrtiun. T h. weight of the bird 
was the measure of this elasticity. It 
was stid by tome that at least the bird 
must {-ossess the power by the downward 
stroke of the wing to raise its own 
weight 
But Mr. Brearey said that this 
was eg t an absolute necessity, because the 
reactiei of this elastic ligament aided 
the f*Lce of the down stroke. He pro­ 
ceeded to verify his assertion by the 
action of a model, with wings of four feet 
spread, under which he had attached an 
eiaalio cord passing under the body of the 
model. Upon committal to the air this 
just allowed of the wings being expanded, 
so that the model would glide downward. 
He th ei detached the cord and wound up 
his po« cr, calling attention to the fact that 
he had wound the India-rubber strands 
He sbowcjl, however, 
that al' hough this was sufficient to create 
a vigopms flapping of the wing when heldin 
the hand, yetfiflpn committed to the air 
it had not tl^^iowcr to give one d.wnward 
stroke, am rtherefore it could only guide 
as before. 
Holding it again with the 
cord aAached and the power wound up 
the san e number of times, be showed that 
it was unable to flap the wing, because 
the tvo forces were exactly held in 
equilibrium. There w a s _ U.ÚU laukur 
wanted before it could fly, and that 
was weight. 
The model being lib­ 
erated, 
flight 
was 
well 
sustained, 
and npon being set-free several times with­ 
out being wound np any further, it ap­ 
peared able to fly with a very weak power. 
The same thing was observable with an­ 
other model, composed entirely of a loose 
surface thrown into a wave action—his own 
invention. Mr. Brearey remarked that this 
economy in flight can only be obtained by 
something of the nature of wing action, 
and must be wholly wanting in any appara­ 
tus actuated by the screw.

POISONS 
OF 
IH E 
MANUFACTORY. 


A paper under this heading in the 
“ Popular Science M onthly" suggests an­ 
other avenue in which the surplus ener­ 
gies of labor organizations might profitably 
be directed, were those energies not un- 
fertunately absorbed in chimerical and 
short-sighted schemes of political or other 
agitation. 
The poisons of the manufactory 
are many and various. 
They consist of 
emanations which act as poisons, 
pro­ 
ducing general and many disorders ; and 
irritating d u s ts , which act locally upon the 
luDga. 
Now in all the manufactories in 
which poisonous emanations or dusts have 
to be encountered, there are ways of 
avoiding at least the worst consequences, 
if the workmen would only employ them, 
they will do nothing of the kind. 
H u t 
They will as a rule take no precautions. 
The picture drawn by Charles Reade in 
“ Put Yourself in his Place," of the Shef­ 
field cutlers who would not protect their 
own lives, but were ready to kill a non­ 
union workman, has unhappily had too 
much justification. 
The workingmen, of 
course, cannot defend the apathy which 
thus consigns hundreds of those who labor 
at dangerous trades, to an early death 
or to lingering suffering from disease. 
It 
is indeed wonderful that the trade organi­ 
zations do 
not 
apply 
themselves to 
m atters of 
this kind, instead of frit­ 
tering away time and money upon experi­ 
ments which 
can 
never 
produce any 
other than disappointing results. 
The 
“ carelessness and 
foolhardiness of the 
“ workmen " is alleged to be the true rea- 
aun why in SO many manufactories poison­ 
ous emanations or dust produce various ill 
effects. 
Protective veils or masks have 
heendiEised, but the men cannot be per- 
led to nse'tk"®. 
“ In a shop at Wash- 
“ ington, near Ne&cifUe, -¿'ngTaad^where 
“ the ozy-chloride of lead is prepareifpythe 
“ workmen quit because of an effort to in* 
“ troduce baths among them." 
In other 
trader where they ought to have special 
clotbea fur working io, they will not do it, 
and so absorb the poisons. 
To avoid a 
little trouble they will deliberately expose 
their lives, in fact, and yet these are the 
people upon whose intelligence ao much 
dependa. 
W hat can be clearer than that 
the firat and most important duty of all the 
labor organizations is to promote the bet­ 
ter education of workingmen ? It is here 
that they are really most deficient, and it 
it because they teed more education that 
they allow themselves to he so ill governed 
by the special organizations which they 
affect, and to which they yield so danger­ 
ously facile end unquestioning au obedience.

It is always desirable that State Conven­ 
tions should look beyond the immediate 
action before them, and endeavor to judge 
of its effect upon the campaign. 
There is 
frequently in such bodies a tendency to 
subordinate the future to the present, 
which is apt to result disastrously. 
At 
the present moment the one danger most 
to be avoided is a servile mimicry of the 
Democratic policy. 
In order to form an 
intelligent idea of the probable result of 
such au imitation it may he worth while 
to recall some well-known but perhaps not 
sufficiently heeded political occurrences. 
The history of tho national Democracy 
since the close of the rebellion has been 
prolific in lessons of the kind we refer to. 
That party has for twenty years been 
vainly striving to regain power by copying 
the Republican policy. 
Every Presiden­ 
tial year its Conventions have endeavored 
to formulate platforms which should make 
the organization appear if possible more 
Republican than the Republicans. 
W ith 
the same c-ud in view it has taken liepub* 
licans like Horace Greeley, and Union 
Generals like Hancock, for its candidates. 
It has in fact used every means that 
could be thought of to persuade the voters 
teat it was only a Republican party with 
a faint difference. 
And in spite of all 
these sedulous efforts ; in spite of the 
abandonment of every original Democratic 
principle ; in spite of the repudiation even 
of Free Trade ; it has been beaten at the 
polls with monotonous regularity every 
time. 
In cannot he doubted by sagacious poli­ 
ticians that the Democracy would have 
done very much better had it struck out 
views of its own, instead of copying those 
of its opponents, and had it put up as 
candidates the best men of its own faith, 
instead of trying to make it appear that it 
did cot any longer believe in its original 
doctrines, and th at it was not willing to 
trust its own most prominent members. 
B at the explanation of its uninterrupted 
defeats lies mainly’ in its servile imitation 
of its adversaries, and the philosophy of 
this may well be commended to the most 
serious attention of the California Repub­ 
licans. 
W hen one party holds a Conven­ 
tion and adopts a platform, there may be 
doubts about its sincerity on this or that 
issue. 
But when a second party subse­ 
quently holds a Convention, and copies the 
platform of the first, its action constitutes 
at ouce an indorsement of the first party, 
and a disparagement of itself. 
For if two 
parties advance the same views on any 
issue, the rational presumption is that the 
one which first adopts that view is the 
more sincere of the tw o ; and th at the 
second, in following snit, has virtually 
recognized the wisdom and soundness of 
its adversary. 
I t follows from this that 
euch action on the part of the second party 
always tends to strengthen the first party ; 
aud if the Republicau Convention copies 
the Democratic platform, a great many 
voters will consider this a sufficient reason 
for voting the Democratic ticket in prefer­ 
ence. 
Perhaps it will not make much difference 
to the progress and prosperity of the State 
whether the next administration is Repub­ 
lican or Democratic. 
But those who be­ 
lieve that Republican supremacy signifies 
somcthiug more than the election of this 
or that group of individuals, and who have 
learned to think that it is in all ways 
best for the community that the doo- 
trines known as Republican 
shonld be 
applied by the wen who have a. ways held 
them, would be 3orry to see a Democratic 
victory prepared by a political blunder in 
the Republican Convention. 
The Repub­ 
lican party has many good men eligible for 
the Governorship and the other State 
offices. W hichever of them may be chosen 
by the Convention, provided he is placed 
upon a rational platform, will in all proba­ 
bility jpe 
entirely trustw orthy. 
But it 
depends upon the platform whether any 
Republican nominee can be elected, aud 
th e jConventijg camjB^kford to make any 
The elements which 
demand 
they •'all 
a strong anti­ 
monopoly pTiuorm, are very shortsighted. 
Thsy think that this is necessary to suc­ 
cess. 
In truth such a course would be an 
infallible meaDS of securing defeat. 
For 
it would narrow down the contest to a 
question of sincerity between the twro par­ 
ties, and upon such a teet the Demo­ 
crats would inevitably ho awarded the 
preference, since they invented the issue, 
and it would be clear to every voter that 
the Republicans had only followed their 
lead. 
The Democrats no doubt hope and ex­ 
pect that the Republican Convention will 
do this thiug. 
They realize th at if it is 
done it will put the fight in their hands. 
There is in fact but one way to deal with 
the m atter. 
If the Democrats are right 
upon it, which would be conceded by im­ 
itating them, then they are entitled to 
success at the polls, and the Republicans 
must be prepared to stand back. 
If they 
are not right, then it is the wise and manly 
course for the Republicans to refuse to 
follow them, and to undertake the task of 
exposing their hypocrisy and demagog- 
ism. But on the theory that it is necessary 
to make an anti-railroad 
platform, 
it 
must be conceded th at the Democracy 
cannot thereafter be charged with deina- 
gogism. 
Republicans who hold the Demo­ 
cratic view on this subject may just as 
well, and in fact to be consistent ought to, 
vote 
the 
Democratic ticket. 
Between 
auti-railroad Democrats and anti-railroad 
Republicans, the former will have the 
strongest claim to popular support. 
In 
short, it is impossible to make an effective 
fight against an opponent whose platform 
you have indorsed at the outset of the cam­ 
paign. 
This is for the Convention to determine, 
however. 
It is to be presumed that every 
member of that Convention desires the 
success of his party. 
All the work which 
is now being done for the candidates will 
have been thrown away if the party is 
started íd the race so handicapped that it 
cannot 
make 
any 
running. 
It 
is 
therefore essential that the platform should 
he conservative, and th at there should 
be no possibility of mistaking it for a weak 
imitation of the Democratic manifesto. 
It 
may b ; further observed th at the state of 
public opinion on a question can never be 
ascertained so long as both parties take 
the same position ; and th at this method 
is very apt to lead to false assumptions in 
regard to the actual state of the public 
mind. 
We hope that the present Conven­ 
tion will have the foresight and sagacity 
to act in a statesmanlike way in this con­ 
nection. 
We hope so because we desire 
the success of the Republican party, and 
because we are convinced that if a mistake 
is made in drafting th j platform, there is 
no possible nomination^ of the Republican 
party which can prevMtt th e election of 
General Stoneman in December.

Mr. Thomas Berkey has been giving 
Sacramento a series of surprises of late, 
but his latest is beyond question the most 
sensational. 
W hen he appeared before 
the County Committee so dramatically, 
and flourished Treasurer Callahan's re­ 
markable receipt in their faces, there were 
those who, reasoning by analogy, doubted 
the genuineness 
ot 
the payment 
he 
professed to have made. 
It now appears 
that Mr. Callahan accepted from him a 
sealed bag, contents unknown, and gave 
him a receipt for $2,700. 
Tuesday an 
examination of the bag was made as closely 
as possible without opening it, the result 
being the discovery th at it did not con 
tain $2,700 in gold, or checks, or green 
backs ; that w’hat it did contain was ap­ 
parently a number of silver 'dollars, esti 
mated at from 120 to 140. 
To add to the 
surprise of this discovery Mr. Callahan 
calmly explained that he has sometimes 
been in the habit of receipting for sums of 
money without counting them. I t is evident 
that only this phenomenal kind of County 
Treasurer could have beet, induced to give 
a receipt for $2,700 in exchange for a hag 
containing between one and two hundred 
dollars in silver, and this eccentric prac­ 
tice of the County Treasurer may be pray­ 
erfully commended to his constituents as a 
subject for meditation. 
Yesterday, by or­ 
der of Court, the “ sack ’’ was opened, the 
seals being broken in presence of several 
witnesses, and lo ! the contents proved to 
be 130 silver dollars ; only these and noth 
ing more. 
In view of this fact Mr. Ber 
key’s dramatic declaration before the Cen­ 
tral Committee, emphasized by the flourish 
of Mr. Callahan's $2,700 receipt, takes 
on

interest.

Berkey 
has 
now another opportunity for explanation. 
He Í3 said to have expressed an apprehen­ 
sion that, if this kind of thing went on 
much longer, his enemies would “ make 
“ him out to be a 
criminal.’’ 
Mr. 
Berkey 
has 
strange 
notions 
as 
to 
what 
constitutes 
criminality. 
He 
evidently does not think it criminal to 
break the laws, to embezzle public funds, 
to misrepresent his proceedings in the most 
profuse and tropical manner, aud finally to 
perpetrate a barefaced fraud upon the 
County Central Committee, the County 
Treasurer, and the public generally, for the 
purpose of preventing his removal from a 
ticket which his presence disgraced.

perhaps Mr. Berkey did not know any­ 
thing about the contents of the hag.

— For months before the per­ 
formance of a miracle play the preparations 
for it commenced, and furnished m atter of 
comment and discussion over a large area. 
Some of the solemnities were so costly that 
the municipality which charged itself with 
the chief burden of the representation 
foend itself embarrassed for many subse­ 
quent years. 
The effects, meanwhile, were 
occasionally such as a modern scene painter 
or machinist scarcely understands. 
In a 
representation of the “ Mystery of the Acts 
of the Apostles,” commencing at Boarges 
on the 30th of April, 1530, we find, in full 
daylight, the face of St. Etienne “ burning 
for a moment like a sun.” 
A mechanical 
dromedary and camel are introduced. 
A 
lion, also mechanical, tears off tlie hand of 
a pagan. A vcssc-l charged with Ml manner 
of animals descends from heaven to earth, 
and is drawn up again ; an owl lights on the 
head of Herod Agnppa, a serpent creeps along 
the ground, a devil issues from the body 
of a person possessed, two 
marvelous 
dragons cast fire from eyes, jaws, ears and 
nostrils : another, “ the’ most horrible that 
can bs conceived,” crouches at the feet of 
St. Michael. 
In place of St. Barnabas 
there is put in the tire an imitation body 
full of bones and viscera. 
Scores of similar 
effects are presented in this one piece. 
W ithout enumerating these, I will supply 
the literal directions for one scene. 
For 
the representation there is required a high 
tower "o n 
which Simon Magus shall 
mount in order to take flight. 
Then 
should come a movable clond, which should 
elevate him in the air. 
The cloud should 
then disappear and leave the body exposed. 
At the prayer of St*. Peter the body should 
fall to the ground, breaking its head and 
legs.” 
In the same scene, if such it may 
be called, St. Pol is decaprtated. 
His 
head should then make three successive 
bounds, and from each spot at which it 
falls a fountain of blood, milk or water 
should spring. 
To produce some of these 
effects would puzzle a modern manage­ 
m ent.—[The Gentleman’s Magazine.

The Second Ccngreariunal District Repub­ 
lican Convention was called to meet yester­ 
day during the hours of recess of the State 
Convention. 
It proved to baons of the kind 
of bodies that “ we read of,” but seldom see. 
It was a political ciicua, with ringmasters, 
clowns, and ground and lofty tumblers in 
number. And it was a right jolly circus, too, 
and one that afforded snch a royal feae.t of 
entertainment that the manager of the Me­ 
tropolitan Theater seriously thinks of inquir­ 
ing into the question why no license was ex­ 
acted fur the performance. When the Conven­ 
tion was called to meet, the Committee of the 
State Convention on Credentials had not re­ 
ported, and it was note fficially known who were 
entitled to seats in the main Convention or 
any of the attendant side shows or District 
Conventions. The Second District people, 
however, met in the Senate Chamber. That 
room was well nigh filled by piles of desks 
used only at sessions of the Legislature. The 
main floor bring thus occupied the delegates 
were forced to stand in the lobby and around 
the narrow fringe or margiu of space next the 
walls. This made it a wide-spread body at 
the ontset, and created consternation among 
those who wanted to put their heads togeth­ 
er, but found their necks too short for that 
accomplishment under the circumstances. 
Finally, however, G. G. Biancbard. of El 
Dorado, called to order, and \V. H. Jordan, 
of San Joaquin, was nominated for Chair­ 
man 
This brought out John A. Eigop, of 
Amador, who jumped the proposition prompt­ 
ly, and Baid there could be no organization 
worth a fleck of cow’s miik until it was ascer­ 
tained who belonged to the Convention. 
He declared that eome one wa3 trying to take 
snap judgment on his friends, and iu an ex­ 
cited manner opposed further proceedings. 
At the close of this speech Mr. Blanchard 
put the question, aud it prevailing, Mr. Jor­ 
dan was declared elected, and he took the 
chair. Then came a motion to elect a secre­ 
tary. A t that Mr. Jennings, of Amador, 
came to the surface, and begin to enter a vo­ 
ciferous protest. He was not only loud but 
vigorous in the use of language, aud hie man­ 
ner excited the spectators to laughter. Jen­ 
nings was called to order, and ahoute ot 
“ order!” arose in the haii as thick as the 
leaves of the foreet, and os loud as the roar 
of Niagara. Finally Jenniage himself began 
to yell “ order!” “ order!” ot the top of his 
voice. A t last it was agreed between the 
Chair and Mr. Jennings that if the Chair 
ruled him out of order he’d subside, aud as he 
(Jennings) was doing his utmost to tack a 
motion to adjourn upon a motion to electa 
secretary as 
an amendment, the 
Chair 
promptly called him to order, whereat the 
jolly Jennings yelled out, 
“ Oh, order 
be 
d 
d !” 
This 
brought 
the 
house into the very threes cf the most 
convulsive laughter. Jennings kept up his 
lick, however, and held the floor like a little 
man, declaring that the rulings of the Chair 
were wrong, and things were being rushed be­ 
cause be had a candidate, and then threw 
down the gauge of battle by proclaiming “ if 
you have a candidate, better take him down 
now, as you will have to do it later anyhow.” 
This created greater confurion, and “ order ” 
calls fell like rain in a storm m winter, but 
Jennings declared that he couldn’t be bull­ 
dozed. He bad, he said, a free American 
tongue in his head, and by the powers of good 
and evil he’d wag it. Then Air. Jennings 
j oined in the cries for “ order ” again, as he 
«aid to bIiow the enemy that he could call f or 
“ order ” as loud as any. In short, the battle 
raged as do some cf the Chinese conflicts 
where the victors are those who beat the loud­ 
est gongs, and subdue the ears ef their antag­ 
onists by deafening Bounds. Mr. Jennings, 
above all the din, could be heard still shout­ 
ing “ order ” with the best of them, and ap­ 
parently unconscious 
of 
the fact that 
ali the other shouters were aiming their tones 
at him. Another delegate, whose name was 
not learned, finally came to Mr. Jennings’ 
relief, and after a very excited harangue, in 
which he held that the meeting was no Con­ 
vention, but onlv an unorganized riot, be was 
succeeded by Mr. Walling, of Nevada, who 
declared that the Convention was not prop­ 
erly called, and that if it proceeded it would 
injure the party. All this time the Chair 
was putting motions and deciding them in the 
work of organization—3 sort of steady under­ 
current to the wash of the waves of the body 
itself. Finally the organizition, in this way, 
was completed down to £ergeant-at-Arina, 
when Mr. Jennings popped out again and 
cried out, “ Where is your Sergeant-at-Arms— 
bring him out ?" Me was interrupted by a 
delegate from Hun Joaquin, who said that the 
last District Convention had created a Cen­ 
tral Committee 
composed of the Chair­ 
men of 
the 
County 
Committees, 
and 
had provided that the Chairman of the 
Sacramento Committee should be temporary 
Chairman of the Convention. That person 
alone hud authority to call the Convention 
together and to call it to order. This small 
bombshell created the greatest surprise, and 
several voices exclaimed that the Sacramento 
Chairman waspresint, and would have taken 
the chair but fur the bold act of Mr. Blanch­ 
ard, which had taken away the breath of the 
Sacramento man, and he had sioce been una­ 
ble to catch it. Mr. Blanchard confessed 
that be was unaware of the facts and the law 
in the case. Mr. Jennings now proposed a 
new deal all round by reconsideration. Dr. 
Harvey showed how beautiful are the feet of 
logic, and how wise her ways, by pointing 
out that if the body was not a legal Conven­ 
tion, then it had no power t > reconsider even 
what it had done. This logic fairly crushed 
M r. Jennings for an instant, as it was a sort of 
boomeraDg that he had first thrown and cow 
returned unto him. 
A hot dispute followed 
as to whether the Chairmen of the new or 
of the old county c mmittees were tne men 
to compose the Central Committee, as it was 
deemed essentia! that the lawful succession 
should be weli established, and that only a 
true and annotated aposile of the party 
should call to order and liy on his hands in 
benediction. This disputation waxed warm 
and warmer and the confusion and fun grew 
apace, so that lookers-on had fairly to bold 
their sides to prevent their splitting from the 
effects of violent laughter. Finally Chair­ 
man Jordan vacated the chair aud there was 
no longer a Chairman. Then Frank Rhoads, 
Secretary of the Sacramento County Corn- 
mittae, called tbe meeting to order, he being 
a cardinal prince under the epispocate cf the 
Sacramento 
Committee 
Chairman. 
He 
put a motion to elect Jordan Chairman again, 
and this being considered regular at last, 
Mr. Jordan was elected and resumed the 
chair, ana having the hcly oil on his locks 
-vas cow so placed that even protesting Jen­ 
nings could not shake him from his seat of 
authority. 
There came up, however, the 
question as to whether be was a temporary 
or a permanent Chairman. Tnen came a 
question, too, as to whether the rule applied 
to Secretaries, and it was settled by electing 
the Secretaries of tbe old or dead meeting of 
a few moments before. At this time there 
came up so many cries for “ question,” that 
the Chiir faid it didn’t know what the ques­ 
tion was. He had stated three motions and 
had ’em all on hand and undisposed of. He 
ready didu't know which had precedence. 
A dtlegate wanted the meeting to begin 
all over again, but this was coughed down. 
It appeared finally to be the sense of the peo­ 
ple in the room that the organization was but 
a temporary one, Then came motions to ad­ 
journ to the call of the Chair, to adjourn un­ 
til after the big Convention had made a plat­ 
form, to adjourn till this that and the other 
time, until at last the Chair heard a simple 
motion to adjourn. 
“ Tüere,” eaid he, “ is a 
motion one can je t hold of,” and so he seizod 
it as always in order ami put it, but it was 
lost. 
Mr. Jenniigs now mounted a desk, 
and, toweling above the large proportion of 
bald heads below, wanted to kr.ow who tbe 
people were who were present, anyhow? 
What were they all there for? He didn’t 
think it a Bimon pure Convention even yet, 
and even if it was, nothing bad been done. 
“ Hold_ yonr old Convention,” he cried, 
“ hold it, I say ; nominate your candidate ; 
elect him if you can,” and as he sprang to 
the fl >or be giowled oqt the shortest pedigree 
of dogs. 
It was finally understood that the 
meeting would shut up shop, and open again 
on the cedi of the Chairman.

C o m m ittee on P l a tfo r m 
a n d R esolu 
TI0N3.—The Committee appointed on Plat­ 
form and Resolutions at the Convention yes­ 
terday met at the private office of Secretary 
Burns at 8 o’clock last evening. A great 
many resolutions were handed la to the aim- 
mittce by different members of the Conven­ 
tion. Mr. Tyler, of Alameda, went before 
the committee, and by permission read a 
carefully prepared platform, which he had 
brought with him, aud which he thougLt 
should be adopted by committee. 
At 9 
o’clock the oommittee wept into executive 
session, and v-.re still iu session when this 
paper went to press this morning. They 
adopted fhe usually cut-and-dried preamble. 
They labored long and earnestly considering 
the numerous re solutions that had been sub­ 
mitted to them. 
After considerable dis­ 
cuss: m, they passed a strong Sunday law 
plank. They arc cot in favor of dictating to 
any class how they shall observe the Sibbath. 
They are in favor of the present Sunday law 
or a similar law suspending all unnecessary 
business on Sunday. A civil service reform 
plank was adopted ; also one ia favor of the 
establishment > f a bureau for the compilation 
of labor statistics. A resolution instructing 
Congress to om pal railroad companies to 
patent .heir lands or abandon them to actual 
sett-fors was voted down. After a lengthy dis­ 
cussion the railroad resolution was fixed so 
that it directs the Railroad Commissioners to 
ascertain the actual value cf the roads, and 
allow a reasonable interest thereon. 


S eco n d W a r d D em o cr a ts.—The Democ­ 
racy of the Second Ward held a meeting last 
night in Howe's Hall on Sixth street, be­ 
tween K and L. The attendance was small, 
and l&cktd in enthusiasm, A number of per­ 
sons were called upon to address the meating, 
and but one responded.

of science in solving a problem, the artist 
in painting, the clergyman in composing 
his sermon ; that, in fact, every man great 
in science, in literature, in arts, climbs the 
ladder of fame with a pipe or a cigar in his 
mouth. 
Tennyson has composed, it ia 
said, his sweetest idyls under the influ­ 
ence of nicotine. 
Carlyle has taught the 
world philosophy, smoking. 
N ot 
the 
young only have these ideas. 
Accord­ 
ing to Andrew, Moltke is a great snuff- 
taker, and it was due to snuff th at Na­ 
poleon was so pitilessly expelled from Bel­ 
gium. 
John C. Murray, in his volume on 
smoking, undertakes to show when it is 
dangorous, neutral or beneficial to smoke. 
He claims that Raleigh, Milton, Dryden, 
Newton, Steel, Addison, Swift, Congreve, 
Bolingbroke, Pope, Johnson. Byron, Burns, 
Scott, Campbell, Moore, Dickens, spoke, 
wrote and sang under the influence of 
coffee, that plant of mystic power. 
But for 
those who have recourse to tobacco, he 
adds, their genius is generally but a light­ 
ning-flash or a meteor, involving too great 
mental tension, likely to drag reason from 
her throne and plunge it in the night of 
chaos. 
Another medical authority says 
that a moderate use of tobacco is as neces­ 
sary to the brain-worker as moderation in 
the use of alcohol. 
On the other hand, the adversaries of to­ 
bacco regard the idea that smoking helps 
sound thought a3 a most mischievous delu­ 
sion • they maintainj^m the contrary, that 
it renders men incapable of intellectual la­ 
bors. 
Tobacco leads to physical and men­ 
tal indoleLce. 
Mr. Reade considers that 
the use of stimulants is a subjeet which 
should be examined in the light of the ex­ 
perience of poets, artists, journalists, men 
of science, authors, etc., in Europe and 
America. 
M. l'Abbe Moigno makes the 
following remarks in rely to Mr. A rthur 
Reade's questions i 
“ Though I cannot, offer myself as an 
example, because my temperament is too 
exceptional, my experience may have some 
degree of usefulness. 
I have published 
already a hundred and fifty volumes, small 
and great ¡ I scarcely ever leave my work­ 
table ¡ I never take walking cxeroise ; yet 
I have not experienced 
any trace 
of 
headache, or brain-weariness, or consti­ 
pation, or any form of urinary trouble, 
etc., etc. 
Never, in order to work, or 
to obtain my full clearness of 
mind, 
have I had occasion to take recourse to 
stimulants, or coffee, or alcohol, or tobacco, 
etc ; on the contrary, in my case, stimu- 
lanta excite abnormal vibrations in tt)a 
brain, unfavorable to its prompt and steady 
action."

a C a t h e d r a l — Among 
the early Christians, as aleo the Pagans, 
dancing has constituted a part of the reli­ 
gions ceremonies ;

The practice of dancing in churches was 
looked upon with favor in France until 
the tw elfth century, and in Spain, in this

The principal actors are boys who 
are placed in the open space in front of the 
altar, five standing on each side opposite 
to each other.

proving of the custom, tried to atop them, 
bat this so enraged the authorities that 
they suddenly shipped off tbe boys to 
Rome, so that the Pope might judge for 
himself. 
His Holiness saw nothing against 
it, and continued the privilege, allowing 
them to dance, with their heads covered, 
before the Sacrament ; and this is done to 
the present day. —[Sunday Magazine.

The 
steamer Mary G irrett left Tuesday for the 
San Joaquin with a number of lishing boats. 
It is thought she will return on Saturday 
with a full cargo of lish. 
A number of Italian immigrauts arrived 
iu this city Tuesday. 
More arc coming 
next week. 
Most of them arc of the peas­ 
ant class, and come from the province of 
Genoa. 
Some go to Oregon and many re­ 
main in the State. 
On Tuesday Steuart-street wharf was 
cleared of obstructions by order of the 
State Harbor Commissioners, in order that 
the work of tearing up the pier might be 
begun at once. The wharf is to be widened, 
two sections repaired, and the pier rebuilt. 
Professor George C. Arnold, who died 
last Sunday, was buried Tuesday. 
The 
deceased was a teacher of ancient aud 
modern languages and of the exact sciences. 
He died while making his will, by which 
one-half of his property is left to a brother 
in Pennsylvania aud the rest to a niece in 
this city. 
The funeral of Frederick Harmon, who 
was run over aud killed last Saturday by 
au engine in the yard corner Fourth and 
Townsend Btreets, was held Tuesday after­ 
noon from the Knights of Pythias Hall on 
Market street. 
Impressive services were 
held by the officers of the Order, and the 
Pythian flag was at half-mast all day. 
Large quantities of Chinese papers and 
letters, upon which no postage is paid, 
arrive by each steamer from Hongkong. 
These are examined by the Custom House 
Inspectors, aud in many instances fine silk 
handkerchiefs are found in them. 
On the 
Coptic, which arrived last Monday, there 
wa9 over 400 pounds of matter inclosed in 
wrappers and claimed to be letters to Chi­ 
nese merchants in this city.

I n s t r u c t i o n in F o r e s t r y .— The grow­ 
ing interest which is being developed in 
this country in the cultivation and preser­ 
vation of our native forests seems only to 
be a part of a general movement in the 
same direction in the older countries. 
Thus a memorial has just been presented 
by the Council of the Society of Arts, 
Londmi, to the Secretary of State for 
India, calling attention to the great and 
growing demand for the service of persons 
skilled in forest cultivation and analogous 
occupations, in India and the Colonics gen­ 
erally, and to the increasing desire on the 
part of land agents, land stewards and 
bailiffs^ to acquaint themselves with the 
scientific and technical treatment of planta­ 
tions, woods and forests, as a means of fit­ 
ting them for the more satisfactory man­ 
agement of landed estates in the United 
Kingdom. 
The 
memorialists 
believe 
that 
no 
suitable provision exists at 
any of the great centers of instruction 
in Lngland for the teaching of natural 
science in its special reference to forestry, 
nor for the scientific teaching of sylvicult­ 
ure in any of its branches ; and are of the 
opinion that by grafting itinerating classes 
for observation of the practical method 
adopted in the regularly worked forests 
abroad on classes for scientific teaching at 
home, established in connection with 6uch 
a school as already exists at Cooper’s Hill, 
sstiefactory means coaid be afforded of en­ 
abling studeuts to obtain the requisite 
knowledge, both theoretical and practical, 
to qualify them for entering upon the 
duties appertaining to forest management, 
whether in India, the Colonies, or else­ 
where. 
Taey therefore express their earn­ 
est hope that steps may be taken by the 
Council to establish a department for the 
leaching of forestry in the Royal Engin­ 
eering College at Cooper Hill.
